FBI Reports 
Crime Increase 
In America 


According to figures 
made available through 
the FBI’s Uniform Crime 
Reports and released by 
Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, serious crime inthe 
United States jumped 20 
percent in the first three 
months of 1967 when com- 
pared with the same period 
in 1966, 

FBI Director J, Edgar 
Hoover said this substant- 
jal upsurge in the Nation’s 
crime was reflected in all 


Crimes of violence, as a 
group, recorded a 21 per- 
cent increase with murder 
up 23 percent, forcible rape 
8 percent, robbery 32 per- 
cent, and aggravated as- 
sault 15 percent, The group 
of crimes against property 
rose 20 percent, with 
burglary up 2l percent, lar- 
ceny $50 and over in value 
18 percent, and auto theft 
20 percent, 
ector, the group of cities 
with 100,000 or more in- 
habitants had an overall 
20 percent increase, Crime 
in suburban communities 
rose 22 percent on the 
average, and the rural 
areas were up 16 percent. 
The effect of the Nation’s 
crime increase was felt in 
all geographic regions, 
Mr. Hoover cautioned 
that the 20 percent rise 
in serious crime in the 
United States for this 
three-month period was the 
sharpest record since the 
publication of quarterly re- 
ports began in 1958,

Says Specialist 


June is Dairy Month - 
why not pick up a pound 
of milk today? 

Does that sound a lite 
tle strange? Most foods 
in your grocery store are 
sold by the pound, except 
milk, 

A quart of milk weighs 
a little over two pounds 
and sells for an average 
price of 30 cents a quart, 
That’s 14 cents a pound, 

For this 14 cents the 
homemaker provides her 
husband with calcuim, vite 
amins and minerals, says 
Extension Service Dairy- 
man John Parrish, For a 
few cents more-- three or 
four glasses daily-—she can 
do the same for her child- 
ren, 

Parrish says this cer- 
tainly makes fresh milk or 
any other dairy food one 
of the big bargains of all 
times, 

During Dairy Month take 
advantage of this bargain 
and plan your cool sum- 
mer meals around dalry 
products, 


Conservation 


Soil and Water Conser- 
vation District supervisors 
from nine southeast Ala- 
bama counties held their 
annual meeting in Dothan 
on June 15. 

In the keynote addres 
W.B, Lingle, State Conser- 
vationist with the Soil Con- 
servationist Service told 
the group that we must 
face one fact. The price 
of food is going to rise, 
Jut this increase is com- 
ing through no fault of the 
farmer, 

“*People will pay a high- 
er price for cigarettes and 
say nothing but they com- 
plain about paying more for 
milk and other agricultral 
products,’ Lingle said, 

But the average farmer 
invests $36,000 trying to 
make a living for ever 
$25,000 invested in indus t 
r 


“Cog increasing concern 
is the fact that agriculture 
is not an attractive pro- 
fession to our young peo- 
ple. The number of col- 
lege students majoring in 
agriculture is down from 
12.4% in 1940 to 3.6% in 
1967, 

“We have fewer farm- 
ers and older farmers, In 
the last five years, 800,000 
farmers in the United 
States have quit farming, 
By 1970, half of the known 
farmers will be over 55 
years old. Now 17% are 
over 65,” Lingle said, 

On a tour the group 
saw an example of tomato 
field irrigation. Collier 
Freeman, President of the 
Wiregrass Farmer’s Mar- 
ket in Dothan, said 1967 
will be the last year yet 
for truck crops inthe Wire- 
grass area, ‘“‘We expect 
to do a million dollar bus- 
iness Jin truck crops this 
year, Freeman — said, 

‘Tomatoes grown in irri- 
gated fields bring the best 
price, Our locally grown 
tomatoes go as far as Ind- 
jana and New York,’’ he 
said. 

Tomatoes, and straw- 
berries, and peaches are 
among the crops that can 
be expanded for profit in 
this county. The price of 
tomatoes is higher this 
year because of the bad 
growing conditions in Flor- 
ida. Tomatoes have sold 
for up to $4.00 per 20 
pound carton, Freeman 
said, 

State Conservationist 
Lingle spoke of the broad- 
ening concepts of soil 
water, and related develop- 
ment. The Wiregrass Re- 
dource Conservation and 
Development Project plan 
is now complete, It will 
be sent to Washington for 
approval in July. Lingle 
said the plan will lend 
much to the economic pro- 
gress, of this area, 

M.W, Redd, Chairman of 
the Wiregrass RC&D Pro- 
ject, and Cameron Lyle, 
Project Coordinator with 
the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, explained some of the 
problems and aims of the 
project. 

According to Redd and 
Lyle, the foremost prob- 
lem in the nine-county 
Wiregrass project area is 
soil erosion, This erosion 
comes from unprotected 
cropland fields, erosion 
deposits an estimated nine 
million tons of soil each 
year in area lakes and 
streams, Lyle pointed out 
that the opportul ities - in-

Vhe time of day of ex- 
posure is important. The burn- 
ing ultraviolet rays are most 
intense from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m 
No sunburn is likely before 8 
a.m, and after 4 p.m. High noon 
is the hottest time of day for 
sunburn, Rays reflected from 
sand or water can burn, even 
though you may not be directly 
exposed

In Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota, a doctor picked up 
what believed was a spray 
dispenser and accidently 
discharged a tear gas cart- 
ridge into his hand,

The guns generally are 
cylindrical, hollow, pen- 
shaped objects, approx- 
imately four inches long, 
At one end there is a 20- 
coil spring and a sliding 
piece of stainless steel 
similar to the bolt of a 
rifle, At the other end there 
is a vacant space for a 
cartridge to be inserted, 
The device is fired by pull- 
ing back and releasing the 
trigger. This enables the 
bolt to be propelled toward 
the cartridge which ex- 
plodes upon contact forcing 
out wadding and tear gas, 

Dr. McLeod pointed out 
that many new devices and 
products available to the 
consumer can be hazard- 
ous when used improperly, 
“‘Used properly, these pro- 
ducts save time, provide 
protection, and add to our 
pleasure. But misused they 
cause untold tragedy,’’ the 
doctor said, 

Watch for these tear gas 
guns and always be sure 
to read labels and warnings 
carefully before using any 
product. Never leave such 
items where they are ace 
cessible to children.

Dairy Farmers are 
Increasing Their 
Milk Production 


Dairy farmers in Ala- 
bama are slowly climbing 
the ladder in milk produc- 
tion but they are still too 
close to the hottom, 
believes Extension Dairy- 
man John Parrish, 

“We have about 1,000 
Grade A dairies in Ala- 
bama,” says Parrish, ‘‘and 
the state milk production 
average was only 5,280 
pounds’ per cow in 1966,” 

The Auburn University 
dairyman adds that Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana are the 
only two states inthe nation 

iat have lower production 
els per cow. 

“The dairymen who 
keep dairy herd improve- 
ment records fare quite a 
bit better,’’ continues Par- 
cish, ‘“‘Their cows milk 
9,390 pounds a year,” 

Research and Extension 
experts at Auburn predict 
that about 650 herds with 
150 cows eachand an annual 
production level of 11,500 
pounds per cow will supply 
the state’s milk needs in 
1970, 


Future Food To 
Come From Petroleum 


Petroleum does not 
sound very appetizing but 
it may become an impor- 
tant source of protein for 
animal and human food, 

Several oil companies 
are engaged in research 
using petroleum as an en- 
ergy source for the growth 
of certain bacterial and 
yeast cells. Extension Vet- 
erinarian Dr. Worth Lanier 
says the cells are recoy-~ 
ered and dried to produce 
a product containing about 
50 percent protein, which 
is equal in value to soy- 
bean oil meal or beef, 

Lanier says theprocess 
appears to be quite ef- 
ficient. One pound of pe- 
troleum yields almost a 
pound of dried yeast cells, 
One gallon of gas oil cost. 
ing about 10 cents could 
provide the energy to pro- 
duce seven pounds of a 
50 per cent protein product, 

The product will have to 
be purified before it canbe 
used for human food,
